As the Bureau is aware, during the period from 10/22/53 
t)iroush 11/20/53, two informants NY 963 - S and NY 9614. - S, of 
knovm reliability, were utilized. The material furnished by these 
infomr.nts has been closely reviewed, and information which 
will be set forth hereinafter is believed to.be of particular 
significance in connection with the FIRESTONE and GLASSKAH 
Investigations. 

NY 964 - S advised that a dinner party took place in 
the home of PINESTONE and his wife, ANNETTE, during, the evening 
of 10/30/53. This informant stated that at 7:35 p.m., two dinner 
guests by the names of "VIVIAN" and "ERNEST" entered the apartment 
of PINESTOirE: at 106 Bedford Street, New York City, New York. 
According to this Informant, these individuals remained at the,| 
PINESTONE apartment until 2:40 a.m., 10/31/53* • 

Later in the evening another couple by the names of 
"GEORGS" and "JANET", who were then residing in Room 1439 at the 
Hotel Statler, New York City, joined the above mentioned 
individuals. 

It is being pointed out that various difficulties were 
encountered by NY 964 - S in monitoring the conversations of 
these Individuals, Inasmuch as various background noises were 
apparent such as the continuous playing of a radio, the 
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energetic pley activities on the part of youngsters on the 
outside street, and such interferences as the rattling of dishes, 
moveinent of individuals in the apartment, the fact tnat 
at various times the sub jec tilt spoke in subdued tones, and 
other unaccountable noises which caused interference, ^ 

In addition to the difficulties noted above, it is 
noted that prior to and during dinner at which the FINESTOHES 
and PATAKIS were present, there were at times several 
conversations going on at the same time. At certain .\ 

intervals during the conversation the four people present 
were discussing one topic. At other intervals there were 
conversations going on between ANHETTE PINEPTONE and 
VIVIAN GLASSMAlx, on one hand relating to mutual problems 
of common interest, while at the same time undercurrents of 
conversation could be heard between ERNEST PATAKI and 
MAX FIKESTONE. Furthermore, it was noted that no one 
particular subject of conversation was discussed for a 
limited period of time, and then dropped completely. Rather 
the conversation would relate to one topic, would subsequently 
branch off to another and would invariably return to the 
original topic. All of tliose factors made intelligent 
monitoring of the entire conversation extremely difficult. 

For this reason, considerable effort has been 

-expended by -agents of. _the Hew York Office In an att empt to 

develop from this informant, every phrase possible which- 
constituted conversation between individuals identified as 
"VIVIAN*' and "ERNEST” and the FIKESTONES. 

The "VIVIAN” And ”FKKE£T” referred to above, are 
believed to be VIVIAN GLASSMAN and her husband, ERNEST PATAKI. 

This Identification was effected through the conversation 
obtained from the informant and also by listening to 
their voices by SA ROBERT P, ROYAL, who has personally interviewed 
both GLASSMAN and PATAKI.

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It is further believed th&t the "GEORGjJ’ and *' JANET” 
referred to above are cousins of MAX FIIJESTONE, who presently 
reside In the Boston, Massachusetts area. 


The New York Office will attempt to definitely identify 
these two individuals through inquiry at the Hotel Statler, 

It was noted that when "GEORGE” and "JAl^ET” joined 
the gathering later in the evening of 10/30/53, no attempt 
was made by the FINErTONES to introduce the PATAiaS by name to 
"GECRGE" and "JANET". They were merely introduced as friends. 


Tlie ensuing conversations after "GEORGE" ui.'d ”Jj;NET” 
joined the gathering, at approximately 10:00 p.m. , consisted of 
general toolcs of the day, such as current events, family 
situations and respective pregnancies of ANNETTF CEAIT FINESTONE 
and VIVIAN GLASSMAK. 


ad vised "that at the outset of the conversations 
between SepSHfffP^nd FINESTOl^ES, discussion was had between 
VIVIAli and ANNETTE concerning their respective pregnancies. 

VIVIAN indicated that she is expecting a baby at the end of 
February, while ANIJETTE is . expecting a baby in January, 195^ - - - 



VIVIAN inquired concerning the ’vacation which the

Eeotember and October 1953» ' VIVIAN stated, "I urn^r^and 
you went away for a month, where did you go? AifiTExTE 
replied that they had visited MAX'S people.

VIVIAN advised AtTilFTTE and MAX that they are looking 
for a new apartment and have not found one, VIVIAN in this 
ropard states to MAX, "You haven’t been to our new apartment , 
MAX replies, "I didn't know you had one", VIVIAN states 
that they are In GLAD's apartment.

Certain conversation entered into thereafter is 
not definitely understandable, however, it Is believed that 
VIVIAN and ERNEET through inference were Indicating to 
one another that ERNEST would have an exceedingly difficult 
time in obtaining employment in the electrical engineering 
field for loyalty reasons. 

Although the meaning of the following is not 
definitely apparent, VIVIAIv remarks, "V/e are already out of - 
and there is much more than we looked for. HAT and ERNEST 
make inaudible replies and thereafter ANNEKE nnkes a reply 
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wfilch Is Inaudible except for the following; ^but they will, 
they have started on our organization,,.." 

With reference to the aforementioned conversation, 
which occurred prior to and during dinner at the PHffi£TONE 
home, at which VI VI AH CLASSMAN and her husband, ERNEST 
PATAKI were present, the following portion of the conversation 
was considered to be important since it dealt with various 
aspects of the ROSENBERG case and related matters. For this 
reason an attempt was made to obtain a verbatim transcript 
of the conversation as accurately as possible, considering 
the various difficulties encounteret^ as mentioned previously. 

It will be noted that in some Instances in the 
following transcript certain words have been underlined to 
Indicate the uncertainty of the word as used in the conversation , 
but at the same time to indicate the beat possible interpretation 
of the vrord from the phonetic standpoint. 

The first names set out below as VIVTAK, ERNEST,

Thereafter ANNETTE and MAX mention the name BETTY SAITOERS, 
AITNETTE apparently tells the others about a humorous story 
which involves, BETTY SANDERS and a person by the name of 
"JOSH". ANNETTE states," There is JOSH,.-, If ever I met one 
when he took the wastepaper basket, the whole thing and dumped 
it, they end up, she did a very bright thing, she put the 
wastepaper basket back and tiae next.., JOSH was looking 
for something. He knocked over the wastepaper basket again. 

ANNETTE states, "God - what a queer, hal,./' 
(inaudible) 

; ■ MAX: '""Two boys as I . remember anyway. " ; - - • - 

ANNETTE: "Yes" . 

KAX and ANNETTE #.nter ' into an inaudible discussion 
and thereafter KAX is heard to 'Sfete, "You know them? VIVIAN 
replies, "Do I know them. , . I met her sister.. , (inaudible) 

MAX says, "Yes, that is where they live." 
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Bie medium utilized by the FINESTOITES and 
PATAKIS In arranging for the dinner party vhlch took place 
oh 10/30/53 Is not knovn. It is noted, hovever, that at 
6:30 PM, on 10/29/53, according to Sy-963-S, ANNETTE 
FINESTONE contacted an unknovm woman named either "EADIE", 
(phonetic) or "BESS" , vho is possibly the wife of "SAM". 
ANNETTE advised this woman that she had invited some 
people over for dinner tomorrow ni^t (10/30/53)* 

In connection with KAX FINESTONE 'S 
statement", ; .'I've read all the' stories in the Times and 
Tribune, 2he only name I found mentioned as a matter 
of fact in all the NY papers..," it was noted in the 10/16/53 
issue of the "NY Times" the names of VI'VIAN CLASSMAN and 
WILLIAM PERL are mentioned. The name of PERL is again 
mentioned in the "NY Times" issue of 10/28/53, as are the 
names of GREENGIASS, JULIUS and ETHEL ROSENBERG and HARRY 
GOLD. On 10/30/53, the names of MORTON SOBELL and JULIUS 
ROSENBERG are mentioned in the "NY Times." 

It should be noted that VIVIAN GLASS^N ‘ ‘ ' 
testified as a witness before the 15: Carthy Committee in 
NYC (Closed Session) on 10/15/^* VIVIAN mentions the name 
of ROY COHN, in conversation with AI3NETTE FINESTONE. COHN 
is counsel for the Me Carthy Committee, BOUDIN mentioned' 
by MAX is probably LEONARD BOUDIN, VIVIAN'S attorney in 
connection with her appearance before Committee. 

_ _ - AKHMADOVlmentioned ly E^ PATAKI is ^ 

believed identical with ISliAIL AKHHIDOV, who testified before 
the Jenner Committee in NYC on 10/29,30/53* 

The phrase attribute to MAX "... broke 
down & cried" possibly refers to- CARL GREENBLUT^, Jfc Carthy 
Committee witness on 10/12 and 10/16/53.* GREENBLUli is the 
subject of a pending Espionage - R investigation, NY origin. 

In noting the reference made ANNETTE, "when 
DAVID went with the FBI about one in the afternoon" most 
probably refers to DAVID GREENGLASS, It is recalled that 
agents of this office approached GR^NGLASS at approximately 
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1:46 PM on 6/l5/50“and"he voluntary accompanied agents to the 
JIYO at .approximately 5 PM, the same date, 

ANNETTE FINESTONE*S reference to "That guy 
HABTIN" is believed identical with former AUSA BOBEBT MABTIN, 
SDKY, MARTIN questioned ANNETTE FINESTONE before the FGJ, 

SDNY on 3/2,4/53. 

It is noted that VIVIAN CLASSMAN'S brother Is 
named MILTON CLASSMAN. The significance of VIVIAN'S 
statement "... the first time I made that trip.... 

Philadelphia address, "All right now LOUIE (or WILLIE) 

FISHER -Cph), vhat are you going to do about it? Nothing...", 
is not kno\m. In connection with the ROSENBERG and related 
investigations, the name of LOUIE or V?ILLIE FISHER fnh) 
is not recalled. The Phil adelphia Office is requested to 
attempt to identify FISHER. • . . 

ANNETTE FINESTONE *S reference to "That's 
how it was.* GEORCE and JULIUS and ETHEL were close together 
.." may refer to Dr. GEORGE BERNHARD, who was a government , 
witness at the Rosenberg trial and JULIUS and ETHEL 
ROSENBERG. It is also pointed out that MAX FINESTO^JE has 
a brother and a cousin named. GEORGE STONE and GEORGE (LNU), 
respectively, 

3he Identity of FRANCIS or FRATK from 
Philadelphia is not known. The Philadelphia Office Is also 
requested _to_attempt_to identify^ this_individual.___. 

Concerning the individual name MIKHAIIX)VITCH 
(ph) who ANNETTE FINESTONE states "was put in charge of the \jhole 
four, one of the whole four, he is the gt^ that gives consent 
to the other guys...," nothing is known, MIKHAILOVITCH (ph) 
could possibly refer to a sir name of an individual or to a 
middle name of a Russian. It is not an uncommon custom for 
an individual to be addressed by their middle name 
(patronymic name). This could possibly be a masculine 
patronymic of the father's name. It is also noted in the ' 

Soviet Tkilon, some dialects use a form identical to the 
patronymic for the family name. Consequently, the 
individual referred to a MIKHAILOVITCH (ph) could be either . 
the patronymic or family name. NYO will make every effort 
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to identify this individual, 

^ " VIVUN CLASSMAN »S references to "LOUISE and 

ALFRED" and ANNETTE FINESTONE'S to BETA (ph) are believed 
identical with LOUISE and ALFRED SARA NT, HANS A. BETHE, 
subjects of Espionage - R investigations. 

Separate communication is being directed to 
the Bureau and Albany Office concerning the SARANTS and 
BEIHE. 

With reference to JOE BLUM, mentioned by 
ANNETTE FINESTONE during conversation with VIVIAN CLASSMAN 
and the others in which she states "I’ll tell you,. 

JOE BLUM, - one of these fine days he got to be careful too 
..." it is noted that WILLIAM PERL has a brother-in-law by 
the name of JOSEPH PAUL BLUM. BLUM, his wife and two 
children, a boy and girl were last known to be in 
Flushing, NY and employed as an engineer for the Malan Plumbing 
Co,, Long Island City, NY. When ROSENBERG’S apartment 
was searched in connection with his arrest, 7/17/50, 
many business cards were found, among those was one for the 
Mechinical Heating Corp,, 2^15 Dilrd Avenue, Bronx, 

NY on which the name JOSEPH P, BLUM was printed, when 
interviewed he stated that this was his card which as a 
representative of this firm he distributed to many 
individuals etc., contacted in connection with his work.’ 

He denied knowing ROSENBERG and was unable to explain how 
ROSEiroERG_.came._lnto_ possession of his _bus 1 pass, card. 

KYO is initiating an Investigation entitled
